It declared to be tbe most important 
and largest gathering of the heads of 
labor organizations America ever held, 
is now in session in this city. It is the 
conference oi labor leaders oalled last 
week by President M. D. Ratchford, 
ol the United Mine workers, and ap- 
proved by President Gotupera. of the 
American Federation of Labor, of 
which the miners' organization is a 
part. The purpose of the conference 
ia to aid In a speedy and successful 
termination of the great coal strike. 
Sessions of the conference were held 
during the day and Tuesday night, but 
until the night session was held, little 
had been accomplished. 

Nearly every labor organization in 
the United State* is represented at 
this meeting. 

The first session of the conference 
was held at 1 o'clock on the arrival of 
Messrs. Ratchford and l'ears from 
Columbus. On motion of Mr. Sov- 
ereign, Samuel Compere was chosen 
to preside, and Secretary Morrison, 
also of the federation, was made secre- 
tary. 

Chairman Gompors then called upon 
the miners' representatives to detail 
the situation. They were also asked 
to suggest in what tnaoi 
laboring organizations at 
aid. President Ratchl 
miners, addressed the 
some length, stating fu! 
that bad led to the suspension of work 
in the bituminous regions and pre- 
sented the conditions of the rumors 
who are taking part in the strike. He 
did not propose anything la the way 
of recommendations as to what thr 
organized labor of the country shoulJ 
do in aid of the strike, pre erring that 
important subject to be left t 
alderation of the conference. 

Telegrams, pledging financial aid for 
tlw miners, were received from nearly 
all of the heads of organizations win 
had been unable to attend on account 
of tbe short notice. Mr. Morrison

tion and slavery, the miners are con- 
fronted with a condition by whicli 
their scant earDinir* are denied them 
except through the company pluck- 
worst features of tin nefari- 
ous system, is a stigma oc 
the escutcheon of our country and a 
blot on our civilization. We, the rep 
resentatives of the trade* unioni 
of all organized later of the linltet 
States in convention assembled to cod 
rle of the min- 
o enable then 
o live and to enjoy at least some de- 
gree of the necessities of life, are de 
ter mined to forever put a stop to t 
state of starvation in which they art 
now engulfed. 

■'The deplorable oondition of tht 
miners is well known to all of our peo- 
ple. They live in hovels, unable tc 
buy sufficient bread to ward off star- 
vation, in many cases not sufficiently 
clothed to cover their nakedness, and 
their children unfit to attend school 
because of lack of food and clothing, 
making them a danger to the future 
stability of our republic We feel as- 
sured that all men and wom.ee 
who love their families or whe 
have one spark of humane sympathy 
for their fellows can not fail to glvt 
all the add in their power to enable tht 
minera to win trieir present battle. 
The representatives of the miners h a vi 
been restrained by injunction whet 
exercising their fundamental right 
of public assembly and free speed 
to present to the world theit 
grievances. We, as American citizens, 
resent this interference with the rightt 
guaranteed to us under the constitu 
tiou. In the ordinary affairs of life all 
enjoy privileges and rights which con- 
stitutions neither confer nor deny, but 
the guarantee of the right of public 
assembly and free speech was intended 
to give opportunity to the people oi 
any portion of them to present the 
grievances from which they suffer and 
which they aim to redrew. 

■'We denounce the issuance of fas. 
junction by the judges of West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania and other statei 
as wholly unjustified, unwarranted 
and unprecedented, more especially in 
the absence of any exhibition or man- 
ifestation of force on the part of the 
outraged miners. We call upon the 
governor of West Virginia, and upon 
the governors of all other states, anc 
of all public officials for full 
and ample protection in the oxer 
eiae of our rights of free speech 
and public assemblage. We have nc 
desire to trespass upon the rights ol 
any one and we demand protection is 
tbe exercise of those right* banded 
down to us by the founder* of the re- 
public. We recommend that Indigna- 
tion mass meeting* be held through- 
out the entire country to give eapre* 
■ion to the condemnation of the un- 
warranted injuction la Interfering 
with the free right* of free a***mblagc 
and free speech, and we also extend 
sympathy and support to the mine 
worker* to the utmost extent

PlTTHBUBOH, July 20.— The long 
looked for conference of the Pltsburgh 
coal operatora, which the joint arbitra- 
tion couiniUsion fully expect* to adopt 
a plan which will settle the big miners' 
strike, was called for 11 o'clock Tues- 
day morning in the courthouse, but 
owing to the slowness of the operators 
to gather, it was almost noon before 
it was oalled to order. It is the largest 
meeting of the kind ever held in tail 
district The convention being an open 
one, miners' officials and many inter 
ested oitizens are on hand as specta- 
tor* 

As yet the "true uniformity'' plan, 
which is being urged by the arbitra 
tlon commission, is the only one pre- 
sented for action by the conference. 
While the operators generally are apa- 
thetic and have little faith in the sue- 



ious to discuss and adopt some plar, 
of arbitration which will bring peaci 
and put the miners to work. Trui 
uniformity calls for cash payment* 
for every 2,000 pounds of coal mined, 
every two weeks, abolishment of 
company stores and a uniform screen. 
The differential between the thick and 
thin vein coal and between Ohio and 
Pennsylvania coal may also come u] 
for consideration. The operators in thi 
thin vein coal say the U cents differ 
ence in favor of thick vein coal is toi 
much and some go as far as to say i 
should be cut one-half. This cut, i 
attempted, will be fought by the thick 
vein operators and may be the first rocn 
on which the conference will split, as all 
the points mentioned nave been 
grantod as proper in former ( 
euccs and convention* Thei 
100 railroad lines in the Pittsburgh 
district and these are operated by M 
firms Thirteen of these are said tc 
mine and oontrol M per cent, of the 
coal mined in the district.
